“The sons of the Manchu Emperors un­ 
dergo from their tenderest youth u system 
of the strictest education, 
Rising about J 
o'clock rn the morning, they first t ike 
their lesson in Chinese literature, under 
the superintendence of the only tutor who 
has the title of shih tu or ’master.’ 
The 
tutor rises from his chair as sc jn as the 
Imperial pupils enter, and receives from 
the latter a courtesy which is then return­ 
ed lo the same form. 
The tutor t ikes the 
scat of honor, and when the Ie ’on is 
learned the pupil brings up his boos, d e­ 
pt sits it before his teacher, aud returns to 
his seat to repeat the t»5k by heart. It the 
It -son is not learned the tutor request a 
eunuch in attendance to briDg the lcrulc, 
aud makes a show of administering corrcc 
tton. 
But each Imperial pupil i9 accom ­ 
panied by eight fellow-siudcn*’, who study 
the same books as their young nester. 
When it becomes neceam y to admonish 
the latter more seriously, they are beaten 
with the ferule vicariously; but when the 
Imperial pupil acquits himself well, they 
are, on the other hand, commended or re­ 
warded. 
A recalcitiant and obatin»’e 
Prince is, ts the lest Ti sort, actually him­ 
self Hogged, though probably only nomi­ 
nally, by the teacher; or fakin before the 
Emperor, who directs a eunuch to pinch 
ms cheeks. 
The late Emperor l ’ung chih 
was frequently tweaked rn this way by 
order ot the Empress.
